“Women are the soul of our social 
welfare activities," Irving Edison 
declared at the annual meeting of 
the Women’s Division of the Jew- 
ish Federation of St. Louis, which 
took place on Thursday, October 
14, in the Florentine room at Gara- 
velli's. In paying tribute to Jewish 
women and their voluntary organi- 
zations, Edison defined the commu- 
jiity as depending in essence on its 
human element. He exhibited a 
large metal structure in a cubistic 
representation of the human form 
a.s the symbol of the community. 
The head was a square of gold, 
representing intellect and reason. 
The chQSt was of silver, precious 
because it contained the human 
heai t The lower torso was of cop- 
per to denote the social institu- 
tions. The limbs were steel and 
stood for the professions, such as 


social work, through whom the 
Community acts. The feet were 
clay, the basis on which it rested. 
Such were the volunteer workers 
in the community. Edison then il- 
lustrated their importance by 
means of a hammer which he took 
to symbolize all the devisive tend- 
encies in society that lurk in the 
background and threaten to tear it 
apart. One blow of the hammer 
at the feet of clay, the foundations 
of society, brought the whole struc- 
ture down. 

The second speaker was W. Clark 
Ellzey, member of the faculty of 
Stephens College, Columbia, Mo., 
and noted authority on youth, mar- 
riage and family problems. Declar- 
ing that “women today enjoy the 
greatest opportunity in history," he 
traced the changing pattern of 
their status in society throughout 
the ages. From mere chattel in

The St Louis Orthodox rabbinate 
condemned the use of “kosher 
style" in the sales promotion of 
restaurants and delicatessen stores 
in a statement made public last 
week. The eight rabbis who signed 
the statement charged that mer- 
chants who use the “kosher style" 
slogan, while not actually serving 
kosher food, are intentionally con- 
fusing the public. 

“With grave concern we view the 
fact that with the shift of the 
Jewish population to the western 
parts of our city, a few individuals 
opened so-called “Kosher Style" 
Restaurants and Delicatessens in 
the new settlements. These un- 
scrupulous merchants, who break 
and destroy age-old traditions, op- 
erate “Trefa” establisliments, while 
disguising themselves as “kosher 
style" to confuse the public." 

“We emphatically state that

Why is it so important, as I infer, 
that children be told the facts 
about impregnation and delivery 
when they are ready for the in- 
formation ? The answer is very 
simple. When a question arises in 
the human mind, an answer must 
be forthcoming. If the environment 
does not provide the correct an- 
swer, the mind will create an in- 
correct one, if it cannot deduce the 
correct one from the data at hand. 

The correct answer is not always 


theories based on deductions from 
clearly manifest data. It is ea.sy to 
imagine that the abdominal disten- 
tion comes from eating in general, 

>r by eating certain foods, or the 
'seed” can be planted via the 
mouth by kissing. Delivery might 
be effected in the same way as de- 
fecation. Or a child is born via the 
mouth by vomiting. A most com- 
mon theory, because children hear 
operations discussed so frequently 
is that all children are born by 
Caesarean section. 

There is great danger that such 
theories, and the anxieties they 
generate, remain fixed in the per- 
sonality structures of children. 
Later on, as grown persons, they 
acquire the scientific information. 
But the two sets of ideas; (1) the 
infantile fantastic theory, and (2) 
the adult scientific theoi’y, can get 
mixed up with each other often 
during a pregnancy. Psychiatrists 
believe that many of the irrational 
food fads of pregnant women stem 
from such confusions, as well as 
some morning nausea, and many of 
the fears with which women face 
childbirth. It is as though ghosts 
of the pregnant woman’s childhood 
arise to haunt her when she is ex- 
periencing childbirth. If we see to 
it that childhood has no ghastly 
misconceptions, adulthood will not 
be haunted by them.

Jewish Leaders Hear of 
Large-Scale Philanthropic 
Efforts In '55 

WORCHESTER — Despite great 
achievements during the past dec- 
ade, changes in Jewish needs over- 
seas and at home will demand con- 
tinued large-scale philanthropic ef- 
forts through central Jewish corn- 
munity campaign in 1955, it was re- 
ported here to 150 Jewish leaders 
attending the 20th New England 
Regional Conference of the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds. 

Herbert R. Abeles of Newark, 
a vice-president of the CJFWF, 
and Philip Bernstein, Associate Di- 
rector of the CJFWF, surveyed the 
shifting needs in Israel, North 
Africa, Europe and in this country. 
After full discussion of the needs 
and measures to meet them, the 
delegates agreed that only by con- 
tinued emphasis on the “primacy 
and centrality" of local Jewish 
campaigns could American Jewry 
hope to meet its tremendous re- 
I sponsibilities in the coming year.

He suc- 
ceeds Bernard H. Trager of Bridge- 
port who held the position for two 
years. 

“The great task of American Jew- 
ish philanthropy in Israel is now 
to enable that country to become 
economically self-sufficient, to help 
it expand its agriculture, and to 
aid it in providing decent housing 
for all recent arrivals," Mr. Abeles 
declared. “In Morocco, there are 
greatly increased needs resulting 
from recent events. We can and 
must provide the necessary assis- 
tance before the needs become 
more serious."
